(2) Few of the deaf talk at the 
same lime — no greater proportion 
ihau among excitable hearing dis- 
putanlH. I believe they understand 
each other anyhow, unless tli(«y close 
their eyes. If A.~^i. P. don't, h<> is 
not y(^t an adept "deaf-mule," or 
ralln>risnot tip to thtMr extraor- 
dinary perceptive abilities. 

The eye is lo the deaf what tht* 
cor is to the hearintr, or signs arelo 
Mm' deaf what sp(>ecli is to the hear- 
ing. Of course some spt'elacled 
deaf-mutes must disagree. 

I believe the perfoot eye is liottor 
than the perfect ear — sight is in- 
fallible. Sound is deceptive, as 
t'cluies atid ventriloquism will ex- 
emplify. 

A. L. P. is a brilliant writer on 
worldly inatterH, but the deaf can 
get along without Ids help — much 
betler, so 1 think, Judging from his 
contributions to the deaf |)ress, 
which have been mainly of aliject 
crilicsm.

Our military attaches accredited 
to the courts of Euro{)e are keeping 
us well postetl as to the very latest 
war inventions made abroad. It is 
a conspicuous fact that few of 
these contrivances, consideretl 
sufflciently iinitiue or importjiut lo 
be reiiorleti to this government, are 
Spanish inventions, practically 
none. 

The most recen*^^ information re- 
lates to high explosives and pioneer 
tools employed by the armies of 
Europe. All great European 
armies, not including the Spanish, 
have detachmtinls of pioneers whose 
duties are lo nipitlly dt^stroy rail- 
roatls, telegraphic tind telephone 
lines, bridges, railroad trains, etc.; 
to cut olT the enemy's commerce 
and transportalit)n. They are 
equipped with land torpedoes and 
ill! sorts of tools for tearing struc- 
tures apart. In the German. army, 
the government furnisliod imictice 
outfits that the men can acquire 
prat'tical experience in blowing up 
these means of eommuuicalion. 
The German pioneers carry with 
them a colla{)sible boat-wagoti, 
i'ontaining a sail-boal dissected and 
com [laclly stored away so a« to be 
filled logelhei and fully rigged at a 
moment's notice on reaching a body 
of water. 

It will be an easy matter for 
armies to cross streams without aid 
of either britlges or boats, if experi- 
ments in progress in the Austrian 
army prove successful. The ollicer 
in cliaige of the mililtiry swimiuing 
school, Vienna, has invented Vari- 
ous styles of inflated balloons for 
floating both men and horses, a 
pair to be fastened to belts arounti 
the waists of the men and to the 
harness of the horses. When not 
in u.se the air is exhausted, and 
they take up little room in the field 
kit. The Austiian army lately 
adopted floating foot bridges, about 
.50 yaitls long by I yard wide. On 
the march these are disjointeii, thoj 
parts being equally distributed 
among the soldiers. In use, each 
end of il bridge rests upon a fold- 
ing boal of canvas. A chain of 
such btidges may be rapidly form 
ed on reaching a wide river. 

Gen.Greely, chief signal offlcer 
of our arm.v, ret'ently recommended 
an appropriation for mililary obser- 
vation balloons wereby the ap- 
proach of an enemy by land or sea 
might be forv'casted from great 
distances. Recent leport.sj'i'om our 
foreiirn militaiy attaches show that 
Europe can teach us many valuable 
lessons as to the balloon observato- 
ries. The Pru.ssians now have an 
excellent system of this kind, a 
camerti hanging from one balloon 
has a telescopeobjeetive lens, which 
makes the snap shots wonderfully 
clear and distinct when the hnlloon 
is far ( nt of reach of guns. The 
exposure being matlc. llie negative 
is i)laced into a small elevator and 
let down the cable. After the 
priming has been accomplished the 
pholoiiraph if rapidly traced into 
the form of a war map. The scale 
is easily determined by applyinj: 
a mathematical formula, Ihe heiuht 
of the balloon being estimated from 
ctMiain instruments carried aboard. 
The balloon oliservalory is connect- 
ed to the ground also by telephone 
!ind lelt^gi-aph. Besides the tele- 
scopic camera, the oKserver uses a 
unitpie .snap shot appawtus in Ihe 
form of a camera attached to the 
stock of a gun, with hammer jind 
lock. He places the stock to his 
shouhler. sights at the object to be 
[ihotographed — just as though he 
were about to .send a bullet into it 
— and makes Ihe exposure by pull- 
ing the trigger. ** 

The safety of a war balloon ftom 
assault tlepenils upon its color ami 
itsheiKhl. At a height of almost 
two miles French balloons, in a 
practice drill, could be hit only 
twice out of a hundred shots by a 
120 millimetre gun steadily aimed. 

French tests result in showing 
that pale blue envelt>pes are those 
least readily .stH'n again.st the sky, 
but Prussian txi>erimenls indicate 
thill yellow cov«>ring is the most dur- 
able, because of its resistance to 
the chemical elTect* of the sun. 

Interesting experiments are 
biMiig made in the Russian army 
with tall observ.-ilion towers, which 
may readily be unjointed and dis- 
tributed among the men during the 
match. In their drills with these, 
squads of sixty men can erect 
complete structures in but twenty 
minutes. When not supplied with 
the pii^ces alrtvidy nuide, they can 
by chopping down a fc'W trees and 
properly cutting then, put up a 
tower of almost the .same kind in 
only a half hour. Such towers 
would be used by the Russi.ins for 
signal as well as ob.servation sta- 
lions. 

The military authorities of all 
great n.ifions are doing their utmost 
to perfect economy in the weight 
ami size of all impl(>ments and wea- 
pons, thereby incri'asing the po.ssi- 
iiilities of forced marches orgiving 
ureater room for additional details 
of value to the soldier. The Aus- 
trians. for example, have recently 
adopted fiu" their iirniy a shelter tent 
which, when not pilcht^d. issei>ar«t- 
etl into pieces cu] to fold over and 
form storm coats for the soldiers. 

The material is a light, strong, 
water-proof linen, bound along the 
(Hlges with wide biaid and provided 
with <»ortl8 which servt> the double 
puriKMjc of fastening either the tent 



or coat. Upon baiting for the night 
the soldiers remove or unpack their 
coats in pairs, tie them together and 
form the tent upon their two rifles 
which, with bayoiiels fixed, are 
stuck into the ground to form tent 
poles. One tent of this cluiriicter 
affords ample room for one extni 
mivn besides the wearers of the coats. 

Progress is being made in the 
French and Au.striitn armies in the 
training of dogs foi many miliiary 
uses. They are found to niiike ex- 
cellent scouts or iiiesseni;eis, rang- 
ing wide territories without making 
any noise iind with their keen scent 
detecting the enemy's picket* long 
before men could do so. They afe 
also trained to carry cartridges lo 
the skirmish line when ammunition 
is needed and to search thickelsand 
uneven ground for th^ wounded, 
especially at night. They are 
l.iught to go over the battlefields 
after engagements and carry neces- 
sities of all sorts to lliose titiMM(> lo 
help themselves. 

Nearly every great iirmy is now 
at work perfecting means of carry- 
ing on battlefield commtinicjition 
belweeii the staff and the front of 
the firing line. 

Each cavalry Mjuatlron of the 
Russian army was lately equipjietl 
with a portable field telegraph ap- 
paratus for this pur{)08e, or for 
transmilling messat;es along an ex- 
tensive line t)f tlefenses. All staff 
and superior ofticeis in Ru.ssiiin 
fortresses' have latel.v l>een equip- 
pt>d with wha> are beiievetl to be the 
most (>owerful speaking trumpcis 
in the world, capable of magnifying 
the voict> to such ;i degree thai it 
can be heard giving commands 
during the roar of the loudest 
cjinnon. The French lately adopt- 
ed for their field telegraph lines 
poles of Indian bamboo, which I'ley 
can readily carry alumt with them 
on the march. 

Russia is experimenting with 
giinil search lights mounletl in bal- 
loons and containing electric burn- 
ers connectetl with tlynamos upon 
the ground. The largest of these 
yet reported is of 5,000 cantlle- 
jiower. At a distance of only tlOO 
yards above Ihe earth it will il- 
luminate a circular area below ,500 
.yards in diiiineter to the brightness 
or day. One of these sent above a 
spot marked for hasty fortifications 
would not only be able to Itiok out 
for the enemy, but enlttle the 
soldiers t« do night work. Drift- 
ing tmo of tlu^se above a hasty for- 
tilicalion, an observer uiight study 
it witii impunity, if high enougli 
to def.\' the enemy's guns. 

One of the latest inventions in 
machine guns is that of an Au.strian. 
It is an automatic quick-firer, 
worked by a fly-wheel kept in mo- 
tion by the recoil aflet each shot 
Each recoil gives the wheel such 
force that it runs the gun forward 
again and lires il, causing another 
recoil, and so on until the belt of 
ammunition is exhausted. Speak- 
ing of guns, it is rejwjrted that Ihe 
dciidliesl of gun in the world is 
owned by England. That gun is 
now experimenting with one that 
will fire 1,000 shots in 132 seconds. 
Afler the first shot it will auto- 
matically absorb carlridges and 
emit an almost solid sheet of bul- 
lets as long as il is fiti. It can be 
nuide to fire eleven shots in a single 
second. 

The government has reeeive<l ex- 
tcTisive reports concerning the feed- 
ing of foreign annies and their 
cavalry drills. One of the most in- 
teivsting t.f military wheeled craft 
is tlu> Austrian kitchen Wiigon. One 
of the.si> with foui wheels will feed 
as nmny as 1,000 men at a meal in 
the field, and a smaller one with 
two wheels will accompliMh the 
same for 500. In the Russian 
cavalry service instruction in swim- 
ming and rapid cio.s.smg of water- 
courses with equipment is taught 
not only to men individually, but 
to horses and mounted men in de- 
tachments. Sohlier* learning to 
swim wear Indts attached to ropes 
held by the instructors on scaffold- 
ing constructed over the watt r. 

This (wuntry can donbtU»ss brag 
of mort> military inventions each 
year than the whole of Europe. In- 
ventors jvre now besi<>gin}: the heads 
of practically all bureaus of the 
war and navy tlepjirtments. They 
hiive all sorts* of crank suggestions 
lo offer and crank inventions to 
sell. The usual course is to first 
apply for a i>atenl. A patent at- 
torney yestenlay said that the pre- 
sent rush for wjir patents was .some 
thing enormous. An examiner 
having charge of several classes of 
military applications had six special 
applications on his desk, received 
in the morning. Special ajtitlica- 
tions, approved, are ru.shed through 
immediately without waiting their 
turn in thejisaal routine. ' 

It requires considerable red tj»|>e 
to receive such a privilege grant- 
eil only in unusual castas. These 
war patents will begin to appear in 
a few weeks. Many moie of the in- 
ventors will, of course, fail to go 
through the mill. The gr«»ater 
number of geniuses inspired to in- 
vention by war talk jire contiivins 
cruel aiul murdei-oits inslriimeut* 
of torture Th(\v are ignorant of 
the prohibitions against such wea- 
{X)ns laid down by the Geneva con- 
vention and prescribed by inter- 
national law fi\>m time to time. 
Your corresponilent w.'is shown a 
cnriiHis tile of patents illustrating 
the barbarous idea of the American 



inventor during our civil war, when 
there was a rush on the patent office, 
as there is at present. This file 
includes many parents for chain- 
shot and hollow-shot, now forbid- 
den. One projectile was a concial 
piece of iron, cut into quiirters. 
The quarters were chained together 
in pairs, the chains resting in a hol- 
low cavity inside. After being 
shot from a cannon the quarters 
spi«>ad and produce wholesale 
slaughter. This was to be an im- 
provtMutMit on the old idea of chain- 
ing two cannon balls together and 
firing them simultaneously from 
two separate guns. Another patent 
was issued at that time for a 
projectile with a loni;, curved and 
horizontal knife-blade alfached at 
right angles to the mti 
Ijoujsrilli' Coiirier-.Jo}! >
